Organizer of Atlantic 
Coast Line Was Among 
South’s, Wealthiest. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—(®)—Hen- 
zy Walters, once described as the 
wealthiest man of the south, died at 
his New York home today at the age 


of 83. 

He ranked with Harriman, Hill, 
Morgan and Schiff as a builder of 
railroads, and was still active as 
chairman of the board of the Atlantic 
Coast Line and of the Louisville & 
Nashville roads. 

He had been ill only a few days 
when death came at 4 a. m. His 
widow survives. 

Mr. Walters was known outside the 
railroad world as a yachtsman and 
art collector. The yacht Harada be- 
longed to him and he was a member 
of the syndicate organized to build 
the America cup defender. 

He maintained offices in New 
York, Wilmington, N. C., and Balti- 
more, Md. ‘The latter place was his 
regular residence. 

Private funeral services will be held 
from the New York home at . 
o’clock tomorrow morning. Burial 
will be in Greenmount cemetery, Bal- 
timore,'in the afternoon. 

Pioneer of A. C. Le 

Mr. Walters’ father was one of the 
organizers of the Atlantic Coast Line 
system. Mr. Walters began his own 
railroad career as an engineer for the 
Valley road in Virginia after study- 
ing at Georgetown University, the 
Lawrence Scientific school and in 
Paris. 

He was with the Valley road for 
only a brief period. He then became 
a member of the operating superin- 
tendent’s staff on the Pittsburgh & 
Connellsville railroad. 

Soon after going with the At- 
lantic Coast Line, he became general 
manager and merged it with the Plant 
System of Florida. He further ex- 
anded the road by purchasing control 
of the Louisville & Nashville system. 

He represented railroad interests 
on the staff of the United States di- 
rector of railroads during the World

He was extremely reticent regard- 
ing his career and except for a brief 
sketch once supplied to a_ biograph- 
ical publication, few details of his ac- 
tivies became public. While in World 
War service he posed for the first 
photograph that had been taken of 
him since he was four years old. 

In one of his rare public  state- 
ments Mr. Walters said of his art 
collection : : 

“It has been my hope to make it 
a thoroughly rounded collection which 
would give to the observer an un- 


derstanding of the whole history of 
the world artistic developments. It 
has a few gaps but not many.” 

Nearly 30 years ago Mr. Walters 
purchased in Rome, Italy, the art col- 
lection -of the Rev. Marcello Masse- 
renti and obtained consent of the 
Italian government to bring the treas- 
ures to this country. This collec- 
tion alone represents an investment of 
$1,000,000.

“The officers of the marine corps 
feel very deeply the discrimination 
against them in their relative rank 
with the officers of corresponding 
rank of service in the navy and a 
prompt adjustment of this condition 
is most urgently needed.”’ 

It was less than a week ago that 
Brigadier General Smedley D. But- 
ler charged in a magazine article that 
the partiality shown by “swivel-chair 
admirals” in Washington to naval 
academy graduates had prevented his 
appointment as commandant and 
prompted his retirement from _ the 
corps. : 

For economy, said General Fuller, 
enlistments were curtailed, with a net 
loss of 586 men for the fiscal year, 
cutting the corps to 17,579 men. Since 
the end of the fiscal year, further re- 
ductions to 16,008 have occurred.

“In the event eastern time is 
adopted, the opening of the schools 
at ‘ o'clock should certainly meet 
with the approval of every parent in 
the city of Atlanta, as at this time 
everyone will have reached his place 
of business and at 9 o’clock the street 
ears and other means of transporta- 
tion are less crowded and naturally 
this should offer better accemmoda- 
tions and more room and comfort for 
the school children, 

“In the afternoon, when the ‘chil- 
dren return, the conditions would be 
the same under eastern time as they 
now are under central time. The 
traffic is not as heavy, thereby sub- 
jecting the children to less danger.” 

Dunn’s Statement. 


Text of Dunn’s statement follows: 

‘The principal iron and steel in- 
(lustries of Atlanta are heartily in 
favor of the adoption of eastern stand- 
ard time for our city, based on the 
facts that the saving of an hour in 
afternoon daylight would be benefi- 
cial to everybody in many respects 
and a hardship to nobody. The fact 
that we are at this moment experi- 
encing the shortest and darkest days 
of the year, December 21 being the 
shortest, the moving up of our clocks 
an hour earlier for morning rising can 
be of no material inconvenience at any 
time during the year, to anyhbody—all 
lazybones can prove this to themselves 
by simply trying it out tomorrow 
morning. The agitation contending 
that school children would have _ to 
leave home in darkness is purely @ ro- 
neous if not false propaganda; the 
saving of one hour per day in elec- 
tric light consumption by changing to 
eastern time.is a valuable considera- 
tion for our people.” 

New Yorker Urges Change. 

Asserting that “once Atlanta adopts 
eastern standard time it will never 
think of changing back,” Clarence E. 
Mason, native Georgian now a resi- 
dent of New York, said on a visit 
here Monday that “there is no plaus- 
ible reason why Atlanta should not 
operate on this time.” 

“Adoption of eastern standard time 
would benefit Atlanta from both a 
commercial and health standpoint,” 
Mr. Mason said. “I can't understand 
why every mother who has a child 
in school wouldn't. support the change 
if for no other reason than that 2he 
child might have one more hour of 
play in the sunshine.” 

Although a resident of New York, 
Mr. Mason has large and varied prop- 


ferty interests in Atlanta and is a 


frequent visitor to this city. He is 
interested in the sale of southern tex- 
tile plants and is reputed to have 
found purchasezs for more southern 
textile mills and to have influenced 
more mills in locating in this section 
than any other man.

Marching as 


To War. 


The astonishjng thing about the 
Hitler groups on the one hand and 
the red front en the pther, is the 
way they are both permitted to march 
about in large cities like Berlin and 
Munich and other centers of Ger- 
many, without interference by the au- 
thorities. The yernment argues 
that so long as they march and hold 
demonstrations, it can keep its eye 
on them. But as soon as their or- 
ganizations are declared illegal, they 
will be driven underground and there 
is no further way to estimate their 
strength. 

On Sundays the Hitlerites, ‘all dress- 
ed in natty brown shirts and little 
round eaps, march about doing the 
goose-step. Long columns of them, 
unbroken for miles, went by in the 
Tiergarten in Berlin last Sunday. At 
the same time the reds were holding 
a demonstration in Neu-Koeln, . one 
of the suburbs of Berlin. I saw both 
parades. Both maintained a_ strict 
military formation. The police had 
all it could do in trying to keep the 
two parties from meeting. Fof it goes 
without saying that had they met 
there would have been a bloody clash. 

It did not depend on the brown or 
the red boys. They were eager for 
the fray. A high French officer, who 
stayed at the same hotel with me, 
and who witnessed both parades also, 
but in civil clothes, of course, told me 
afterward that he had come to the 
opinion that the German government 
wasn't at all unhappy about those pa- 
rades and the strict military discip- 
line maintained by the browns and 
the reds. “In the event of war,” 
he said, “they will shift red and 
brown into the  reichswahr. They 
won't need much training and they 
are ready to march on the Rhine in 
24 hours.” 


No Crisis in 
Palestine. 


Despite the worldwide economic de- 
pression, Palestine is proceeding with 
courage and enthusiasm in its task 
of rebuilding the country. Seventeen 
hundred certificates for immigrants 
have just been requested, as there is 
a seavcity of agricultural laborers, It 
is, of course, admitted that the va- 
rious institutions which are depend- 
ent for their support on communal 
funds raised abroad have felt the ef- 
fects of reduced contributions.

HITS LOW IN FLORIDA 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 30.— 
(?)}—Dr. Stewart G. Thompson, direc- 
tor of the state bureau of vital sta- 
tistics, said in a report made public 
today that Florida's 1930 tuberculosis 
death rate was the lowest on record. 

He listed 1,015 deaths from the dis- 
ease last year, or 638.6 per 100,006 
population. The 1920 rate was 70.5. 
while in 1917, the first year officia’ 
figures were available, it was 118.9, 
the report said. The report gave the 
national tuberculosis’ death rate asx 
76 for each 100,000 population. 

There were 4532 deaths among 
whites and 583 among negroes.

other words, it is prone to affect all ; 


persons whose vital resistance is di- 
minished.” 

But this distinguished author and 
teacher. failed to explain how we 
pow- 
ers of resistance. What he_ 
and would have said if not given to 
such loose expression as the sentence 
shows is that he and most good doc- 
tors of his day had changed their 
theories to jibe with the newer knowl- 
edge of the infectious or bacterial 
causation of pneumonia, Being pon- 
derous gentlemen accustomed to “pro- 
nouncing” things, they couldn't very 
well admit they had been wrong in 
thinking that exposure to cold caused 
pneumonia. So they hedged, and got 
away with it, 

Osler’s “Practice of Medicine,” pub- 
lished in 1906, says: 

“Cold has been for years regarded 
as an important etiological factor. 
The frequent occurrence of an initial 


chill has been one reason for this’ 


widespread belief. . . . Cold is now 
regarded simply as a factor in lower- 
ing the resistance of the bronchial 
and pulmonary tissues.” 

Sir William likewise failed to di- 
vulge the secret of his knowledge 
that cold lowers resistance of the 
lungs or bronchial tubes.. That was 
just one of his pet foibles or fancies, 
and he clung to it right up to the 
very end of his life. 

In fact, no medical or scientific 
authority or author or teacher, ¢o Sar 
as I can learn, and I’ve been search- 
ing for years, offers any light on this 
familiar conception of “lowered re- 
sistance.” It is not immunity, cer- 
tainly, for known immunity has no 
apparent relation to cold, wet, expos- 
ure or weather. What is it? Well, I 
suspect nobody knows. It’s just a 
handy little way out of an embar- 
rassing situation. 

All animal experiments, and the 
few experiments tried with human 
subjects, have proved very disappoint- 
ing to those who sought to show that 
exposure to cold renders an individual 
more likely to contract or develop a 
disease with which he is inoculated 
or to which he is exposed. 

But what do the great medical 
authorities or the big shot doctors of 
our own day care for scientific evi- 
dence? They've conceded the cold 
doesn't cause the disease; try and 
make ‘em concede it doesn't even 
predispose to disease. Some of the 
old-timers might even admit that this 
alternative theory is wrong, too, only 
they're afraid some of us _ lowlife 
cynies might emit too loud a guffaw 
at the surrender. Besides, the quaint 
notion saves a lot of diagnostic ef- 
fort. Most gullible folk are willing 
to hope the indisposition is a “cold” 
till something alarming happens. By 
that time they're too ill to think what 
a trick the doctor has played on 
them.

The menace ceased when 
Dr. Gorgas showed the 
how to spread out the sleeping bunks 
so that the laborers did not sleep 
withif spray range of one another. 
Pneumonia became a serious handicap 
among laborers on the Rand in South 
Africa, and they sent for Dr. Gorgas, 
who introduced’ similar hygienic 
measures and put a stop to the epi- 
demic.

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New Ramie Process 
May Revolutionize 
Textile Industry 


NEW YORK, Noy. 30.— )\—The 
New York Times says a method of 
successfully purifying ramie, the old- 
est and strongest vegetable fibre 
known, has been found and the new 
process may effect a revolution in the 
textile and affiliated industries. 

The process has been perfected un- 
der the direction of Dr. Samuel S. 
Eveland, chemist, electrical engineer 
and inventor, who has made the re- 
search his hobby for thé last 25 years. 

Many new products already have 
been woven from ramie obtained by 
a new and secret purifying process 
and the number of uses to which it 
may be put, according to those who 
have tested the new ramie yarn ap- 
pear to be infinite. The yarn is said 
to make a finer linen than flax and 
the pulp a paper that paper-testing 
machines will not tear. 

Ramie, known also as China grass 
and belonging to the nettle family, 
has been used from time immemorial. 

An unnamed group of _Louisiana 
bankers and merchants, interested in 
the new process because of the possi- 
bility, the Times says, “that it may 
save the southern cotton farmers,” is 
now looking into the possibility of 
outlets for the raw material if they 
should decide to grow the plant in 
their state.

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—(4)—The 
German situation is gradually -reach- 
ing its climax, and two conferences to 
be held in the near future will to a 
considerable extent determine the eco- 


nomic and political fate of Germany. 

This view was expressed in an in- 
terview today by Dr. John T. Mad- 
den, dean of the school of commerce, 
accounts and finance, and Dr. Marcus 
Nadler, professor of finance, at New 
York University. 

They explained that at the present 
time,” Germany’s total amount of 
short-term debts may be conservative- 
ly estimated at between $2,200,000,- 
000 and $2,500,000,000. This is sub- 
stantially-above the $1,900,000,000 es- 
timate in the report of the Wiggin: 
committee, 

In discussing the cleavage of opin-- 
ion between France on the one hand, 
and Great Britain and the United 
States on the other, they said, “if 
the French are to have their way, 
Germany will be forced into bank- 
ruptcy which may lead to political up- 
heavals which will not only wéaken 
the states of the private creditors, 
but will also destroy Germany’s ca- 
pacity to pay reparations.” 

Dr. Madden and Dr. Nadler 
well-known in the financial world as 
director and assistant director, re- 
spectively, of the institute of interna- 
tional finance. They emphasized, how- 
ever, that in discussing the German 
situation today, they were speaking 
as individuals, and not as representa- 
tives of the institute.. 

An analysis of the situation as ex- 
plained by Dr. Madden and Dr. Nad- 
Jer, which may be said to be in sub- 
stantial agreement: with opinions in- 
formally expressed in some important 
banking circles, follows: 

_ Problems of Germany. 

“Teriefly stated, the German prob- 
lem revolves around the question as 
to whether Germany will be able to 
pay all its obligations to foreigners, 
and if not, how will this debt ques- 
tion be handled. The obligations of 
Germany may be grouped into three 
classes: (1) Reparations; (2) The 
short-term private debts which under 
the standstill agreement mature Feb- 
ruary 29, 1932, and (3) the long-term 
debts privately contracted abroad. 

_“Reparations—During the year 
ginning with July 1, 1932, Germany 
18 to pay on reparations’ approximate- 
ly $400,000,000. Of this, $157,000,- 
000 represents the unconditional an- 
nuity. 

_ “Short-term debts—the total for- 
eign short-term debt at the end of 
July, 1931, was estimated in the Wig- 
gin report at about $1,900,000.000. 
Since then considerable amounts have 
been repaid, but new estimates have 
greatly increased the total amount.: 
At the present time the total amount 
of short-term debt may conservatively 
be estimated at between $2,200,000,- 
000 to $2,500,000,000. 

“Long-term debts—The long-term 
debt of Germany contracted by the 
various German borrowers abroad 
amounted at the end of 1930 to ap- 
proximately $3,800,000,000. The an- 
nual debt service on this long-term 
debt was placed at $250,000,000. 
_“Of the above obligations repara- 
tions is a political obligation, while 
the short-term debts and the long-term 
loans represent private obligations 
due chiefly to the United States, 
Great Britain, Holland and Switzer- 
land. France, which has extended 
only very little private credits to 
Germany, is primarily interested in 
the pwyment of reparations and on va- 
rious occasions the French government 
has stated that reparations must be a 
prior lien over the private debts, 

_ Conflicts With U. 8. 

“This brings France ixito conflict 
with the other nafions, particularly 
the United States 
which have made large advances to 
Germany, both in the form of short- 
term credits and long-term loans. 
Since the war debts due to the United 
States and Great Britain are consid- 
ered by the various European nations 
as closely tied up with reparations, 
the war debts due to the United States 
are also invofved., 

“The countries outside France, no- 

tably Great Britain, have taken the 
stand that reparations must not in- 
terfere with the repayment of. short- 
term as well as long-term debts pri- 
vately contracted abroad. Whether 
France will give in on this point is 
to be seen, and will be decided at the 
conference in Basel. 
_ “Germany cannot pay all obliga- 
tions, and certainly Germany cannot 
repay all of the short-term credits as 
they mature at the end of February, 
1932. If the French are to have 
their way, Germany will be forced 
into bankruptcy, which may lead to 
political upheaval, which will not 
only weaken the status of the private 
creditors, but will also Fomor Ger- 
manys capacity to pay réparations. 

“The best solution would seem to 
be a continuation of the moratorium 
on reparations in a modified form un- 
til economic conditions throughout the 
world have improved: the settlement 
of the short-term credits in a way 
as not to force individual erman 
borrowers into bankruptey: and the 
prompt payment of principal and in- 
terest on outstanding loans privately 
contracted abroad. 
. “The chief aim of the German cred- 
itors must be to maintain Germany 
as a going concern. This ean be ac- 
complished only if Germany’s debts 
are considered chiefly from the eco- 
nomic angle without pre-conceived po-: 
litical notions.”

TENNESSEEANS DINIDED 
ON TAK LEGISLATION 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 30.—(#) 
Directly opposite plans for. bridging 
half of Tennessee’s estimated $12,000,- 
000 biennial deficit were presented to 
the general assembly today by Gov- 
ernor Henry H. Horton and the legis- 
lative finance committee. There was 
agreement, however, on suggestions 
covering the other half. 

The governor described as “unjust” 
the 20-cent property tax that the fi- 
nance committee recommended be re- 
stored for. 1931 and 1932 only, the 
levy having been repealed effective 
after last year. He suggested instead 
an income tax at a rate of 5 per cent 
on all incomes over a blanket exemp- 
tion of $1,000. If the legislature had 
any doubt that this measure would 
raise the estimated $6,000,000 that 
the property tax would, then, he rec- 
ommended enactment of an automobile 
drivers’ license bill in addition. 

The committee, appointed by the 
first extra session to recommend to 
the present second session ways of 
balancing the state budget, presented 
a program of which the property tax 
restoration was the mainspring. 

While the committee suggested a 
general income tax, it favored one 
with graduated rates and designed not 
to produce important revenue at this 
time, but merely to test out the con- 
stitutionality of such a levy. If the 
supreme court upholds it, then the 
way would be open for thd next legis- 
lature to raise the rates and substi- 
tute the income for the property tax 
after 1932. 

Bills introduced besides those rec- 
ommended by the committee included: 

Graduated tax on chain stores; 20 
per cent luxury tax on soft drinks, 
candy, cosmetics, toilet articles, play- 
ing cards and tickets to amusements 
and athletic contests; one-mill levy 
of each kilowatt hour of electric en- 
ergy distributed or sold in the state; 
income tax ‘bills providing both flat 
and graduated rates, and measures 
providing for completion of Tennes- 
see’s part of the Great Smoky .Mourn- 
tain National park.

Majority of Federal In- 
stitutions Vote Against 
Altering Credit Rules. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—(/)— 
Extending the authority of the fed- 
eral reserve system to rediscount pa- 
per now ineligible for such treatment 
a proposed by President Hoover is 
generally opposed by the majority of 
the 12 reserve banks. 

Answers to a questionnaire sub- 
mitted by a senate subcommittee on 
banking to the reserve banks, made 
public today, with a few exceptions 
were against any changes in exist- 
ing regulations. 3 

President Hoover's proposal, which 
was. laid before a bi-partisan gather- 
ing of congressional leaders about two 
months ago, was for the purpose of 
releasing credit now frozen in sound 
paper not eligible for reserve bank 
loans, 

The replies, as set forth in a digest 
of the’ sub-committee: , 

“With a few exceptions, the federal 
reserve banks did not favor changing 
the provisions of the federal reserve 
act relative to paper eligible for dis- 
count or the rulings of the regula- 
tions of the federal reserve board in- 
terpretative of these provisions.” 

The Chicago Federal Reserve bank 
offered as a suggestion for femporary 
action in extreme emergencies that the 
maturity date on otherwise eligible pa- 
per be extended from 90 days to 6 
months. 4 

The Dallas bank < suggested that 
landlords’ obligations, such as loans 
to tenant farmers, be made eligible 
for rediscount, and that the statutory 
maturity limit on advances to mem- 
ber banks secured, by notes, drafts, bill 
of exchange or bankers’ acceptances 
eligible for discount and purchase be 
increased from 15 to 90 days. 

The Richmond bank recommended 
that in a national emergency, the ex- 
istence of which should be determined 
by the federal reserve board, the re- 
serve banks might be permitted to 
make advances, secured by high-grade 
bonds, to banks lacking eligible paper. 

The-ether banks, the sub-co ittee 
pointed out, agreed generally’ there 
should be no changes in the regula- 
tions. . 

“No” was the answer from banks 
at Chicago, Cleveland, Dallas, Kansas 
City, Minneapolis, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Richmond, St. Louis and San 
Francisco to the question of whether 
acceptability requirements were raised 
to follow restrictive credit policies. 

Atlanta replied they were raised 
“especially in periods when this bank 
was endeavoring to prevent the use of 
federal reserve credits in speculative 
channels.” 

Among other points reported on by 
the banks was the maximum amount 
of paper held in failed banks’ accounts 
in any one month during the past 
four years. The St. Louis district held 
the most, $12,712,952 as of November 
30, 1930, while Atlanta was_ second 
with $10,455,533 in July, 1929. New 
York held the least, $4,826 August 31, 
1930, and Philadelphia was next with 
$43,425 December 31, 1928.

Pennsylvania, tonight brought a de- 
mand for federal relief for the unem- 
ployed to be paid out of the pockets 
of the wealthy. 

The spare, grey-heired Pennsylvan- 
ian, who has been mentioned as a 
presidential possibility, assailed the re- 
Jjief program of the administration as 
inadequate. He spoke his views in an 
address before the Distri¢t of Colum- 
bia League of Women Voters. 

During the day, leaders of several 
liberal organiza..ons met to discuss 
unemployment on the eve of the con- 
gressional session. .They also criti- 
cized the government relief efforts. 
Norman Thomas, 1928 socialist presi- 
dential candidate, said “the so-called 
progressives in congress have failed.” 

Analyzing current economic condi- 
tions, Pinchot said “concentration of 
wealth had reduced, consuming pow- 
er” and had increased production be- 
yond the limits of demand. The re- 
sult, he added, was the recent eco- 
momic slump, 

OPPOSES SALES TAX.., 

Again, he took issue with the ad- 
ministration’s reported plan for spon- 
soring a selected sales tax as a means 
of meeting the treasury deficit. The 
Pennsylvanian called for higher in- 
come tax rates of the larger incomes 
to solve the deficit problem and that 
of unemployment relief as well. ‘This 
scheme would affect him personally, 
he said, as his income tax return falls 
in the higher brackets. 

“But I am willing that the govern- 
ment shall take more of my income, 
rather than that millions should suf- 
fer from want and hunger,” he con- 
tinued. -I would be glad to see more 
of my estate appropriated in taxes 
if it be used to ! aip set this nation on 
its economic feet.” 

Federal relief was described as “tie 
only possible answer” to the question 
by Pinchot, who added, “‘federal aid in 
this depression is our clear duty and 
our best ope of prompt and per- 
manent recovery. 

LOCAL AID PLAN. 

“Those in liig places have contin- 
ually insisted t*xt a national emer- 
gency be met with local aid alone,” 
he continued. “They have left it all 
with the exception of a bit of benevo- 
lent advertising, tq the states ad com- 
munities themselves. 

He said community fund chests 
“would not be sufficient to meet the 
needs of the winter,” even thourh full 
quotas were raised. 

Contending property taxes consti- 
tute “the almost exclusive source of 
income” for cities, the Pennsylvania 
executive asserted, “in short, local re- 
lief of this kind means an increase In 
property tax, either now or. very 
shortly. 

“Local relief means making 
poor man pay,” he said, adding that 
taking money from the small wage- 
earner through voluntary contribu- 
tions or taxation would “start no f. c- 
tory wheels.” 

In, the absence of congress, he con- 
tinued, the nation has been commit- 
ted to that program.

Mrs Prendergast was prostrated by 
the shock and was attended by a 
physician. 


Mrs. Mary Anne Barrett, of Larch- 
mont, N..Y., whose father is a cousin 
of Mr. Prendergast, said Prendergast 
was in the steel business and came 
from Savannah, Ga. 

She said Mrs. Prendergast was for- 
merly Mrs. Beatrice Anne Couch and 
that the man killed was her second 
husband, A son by Mrs. Prendergast’s 
first marriage, Wallace Couch Pren- 
dergast, Mrs. Barrett said, was a stu- 
dent at Baylor College, Chattanooga, 
Tenn, He had taken his stepfather's 
name, she explained. 

‘Detectives who, examined the win- 
dow from which Ur. Prendergast fell 
said they were convinced .death was 
accidental. 

A statement was issued later by 
Charles A, Barrett, of Larchmont, 
N. Y., whose wife is a cousin of Mr. 
Prendergast’s widow, containing the 
following information: 

Mr. Prendergast was 52 years old 
and was born in Savannah, Ga. He 
was an executive of the Republic 
Steel Corporation which two years 
ago absorbed the Central Alloy Steel 
Company, of Massillon, Ohio. He be- 
came manager of the foreign depart- 
ment of the combined firms, but re- 
tired about a year ago. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, by a brother and 
sister in Savannah; a brother in At- 
lanta, and a brother, Albert D. Pren- 
dergast, of Norman, Okla.

Mr. Leitch said the man came to 
his hotel several days ago with a let- 
ter of introduction. He asked Mr. 
Leitch: if he wanted to make “big 
money,’ and if he were willing to take 
a risk, The man did not make his 
proposition clear at the time but said 
he would return later, according to 
the hotel manager. 

When Jones had left, Mr. Leitch 
said he went to Samuel Purvis, 
United States marshal, who advised 
him to-notify police. Chief Watkins, 
Detective Chief T. E. Garrett and De- 
tectives 0. J. Holland and E. L. Fos- 
ter were acquainted with the case, 
and began an investigation. 

Subsequent happenings, as yecon- 
structed Monday by Chief Watkins, 
were as follows: 

A telephone in the office of Mr. 
Leitch was connected so that all con- 
versation in the office could be heard 
in the room above. When Jones came 
in the office for his second visit, last 
week, Chief Watkins, the detectives 
and a secretary sat in the room over 
the office.

Chief Watkins introduced himself, 
called off the number on the bills 
to United States Marshal Purvis, who 
checked them. Jones admitted that 
he had just received them from Mr. 
Leitch and surrendered himself. 

He was charged with cheating and 
swindling and held in the city hall 
barracks, pending a thorough investi- 
gation by detectives. Federal authori- 
ties were notified and will aid in the 
investigation.

Sterling suffered an extreme drop 
of about 13 cents to the lowest rate 
in a decade, The decline was ascribed 
to the same series of factors which 
were held responsible for last week's 
break, including withdrawal of French 
balances from London and seasonal 
considerations. But in addition there 
were rumors of an impending increase 
in the Bank of England fiduciary note 
circulation. It was pointed out, how- 
ever, that such a move would probably 
only accompany further gold pay- 
ments on the Franco-American credit 
and so would not involve inflation. 

The markets face the last month of 

1931 with numerous problems await- 
ing solution. In recent weeks the 
question of Germany's debts, both pri- 
vate and international, has probably 
been uppermost in the financial com- 
munity's mind, and the forthcoming 
conferences bearing on those obliga- 
tions will be watched intently. There 
are also the railway wage matter and 
the mounting treasury deficit. 
- Before the rally several prominent 
stocks, including U. S. Steel, Santa 
Fe, New York Central. Union Pacific, 
Baltimore & Ohio, Western Union, 
Westinghouse and Radio, touched new 
lows. Steel, however, climbed from 
53 to 57 5-8 and closed at 56 3-4, up 
3 1-8. American Telephone’ was 
strongly supported, gaining about 4
